"The nei morning." continued Mr.
Kempner, "I went out myself, and right
around the corner in Fifth street, near
where 1 live. saw two ward detectives
In citizen's clothes coming out ot
barber shoo. They were Detectives
Hopp and Million. At the fame time 1

noticed the rm prlelor with my litho-
graph In his hand.

"I asked him what he wis going to do
with It. and be aald the policeman bad
ordered him to take It down. I followed
the two detectives, and saw them go Into
Sollmeycr's grocery store, at 40.",

street.
"When 1 reached the place, somebody

was taking down my lithographs In the
window.

"I went In and Mr. Tollmcyer said that
he had taken Ihe lithograph down at
the request of the officers.

"I Immediately went to Police Head-
quarters and complained of tills action
to liyrnes. and he told me he
would Investigate it. Afterwards T

wrote him a letter making a formal
charge against the two detectives.

"I received a reply from the Superin-
tendent, saving that he had no authorltv
to try and punish the offenders, and
thereupon I concluded not fo press the
charges, nnd wrote to Supt. Dyrnes
to that effect."

LONDON, March lO.-- The Morning
publishes an Interview with M. Malato.
the Anarchist bader, who has recently
returned from Sicily. Malato declares
that the troubles In Sicily were the out-
come of distress among the Inhabitants
rather than the result of Anarchistic
teachings. He Bays that the Anarchists
trie! hard to foment a general revolt,
but failed.

Malato said he did not believe that
civil war was likely to break out In
Italy, yet he would not he surprised If
Thufed&y. cutrage in Home proved to
be the beginning of a long series of
similar outrngis. and although per-
sonally he deprecated Indiscriminate at-

tacks upon the general public, he did
not see how such Individual attacks
could be prevented. .

He declared that the Anarchist propa-
ganda hnd a good foothold iu th.
Italian army, and that many regiments
would Join In a revolution If ever there
should be one.

Julia Hoar Says She Was Induced
to Drink Drugged Wine.

Bjdward Monnlian. levsnteen years old,
of 'JIU Bait One Hundred and Third
street, son of Sergt Monahin. of the
High Bridge police station, was u pris-
oner In Harlem Police Court this morn-
ing, charged With criminally assaulting
Julia llos:. a domeulc, twenty-tw- years
old, of 131 Kast NJncty. sixth street.

The woman also accuses two married
men. wtio hsve not been arrested. They
are John Ryan, twenty-eig- ht years old.
and James McLaughlin, thirty-two- .

According to Miss Hoar's story, as I .11
In couit tills morning, she met .Mom, Inn
on the evening of Feb. it on Third ave-
nue, near One lv.n Ired and S xth stret.

They walked up the avenue together
until (hey met Ryan, The thr-- then
went Into James Pnlan's saloon, in one
Hundred and Sixth street, near Pli.kavenue.

While Inthe slttlng-root- Miss Hoaralleges that she was persuaded by hercompanions to drink a glass of lie
Soon afterwards she said she became

dazed and almost phvslcallv helpless.
While In that condition she says shewas usuaiiltetl by both Monohan andItyan.

"I made an outcry." said the girl, "butthe barkeeper In charge, who was an
old man, refused to come to her as-
sistance.

"Monnlian then left me. and Ryan took
me to Shefflin'a livery stable. In i me
Hundred and Blxth street, near Lexing-
ton avenue.

"Ityan, who was acquainted with M-
claughlin, a watchman In the stable.
took me into the office. McLaughlin
waa In charge, and there was no one
else in the place when we arrived

"1 was kept a prisoner, locked up in
the office all night, and was assaultedby McLaughlin In the presence of Kyan,
who did not Interfere.

"Towards morning Rvan begged me
not to hcii-a- him to any one.

He proposed to me that we take fur-
nished rooms downtown and live to--

ether. 1 promised that 1 would In or
er to gain my liberty.
"As soon as 1 got home I, told my

slater Mary of my terrible treatment, as
a result of which I hsve been confined
to my bed and- nnubte to bete invseir
unfit now. That is the reason why I
had not made a compluint before.

"When I recovered auffldently to get
about, my sister and I went to court last
Tuesday and asked for warrants."

The warrants were given to Court Off-
icer Klluge. who arrested Monohan last
night at 10 o'clock at One Hundred and
Third street and Third avenue.

When arraigned In court this morning
the prisoner pleaded not guilty, and war
held In 11,000 ball for examination nexl
Monday. In the mean time OffV-e-

Kllnge hopes to apprehend the other two
men.

Miss Hoar Is a comely brunette nnd
does not appear like a girl of bad hsblis.
She says she hnd known Monalmn fur a
long time and regarded him aa a good
friend, but had never Been Ihe other two
men before the night of the alleged as-
sault.
